Ran across this old recipe the other day and thought with the 
Holiday Season and all that it would be nice to share. The cookie 

is abit labor intensive, but the uniqueness and the tasty consistancv 
make it worthwhile.

ingredients (Makes approximately 3 dozen generous cookies) 


3/4 cup butter or oleo 
1 cup Brown Sugar 

1 egg 

2 teaspoons vanilla 
2 1/2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1 1/2 oz (1 % squares) unsweetened 
chocolate, melted 
1/4 teaspoon baking soda 
Butterscotch or peanut butter 
chips, cashew nuts 




Cream butter or oleo and brown sugar; then blend in egg and vanilla. 

Sift flour, baking powder and salt; then add to egg mixture blending 
thoroughly. 

Remove 2/3 of the dough and place on a floured pastry board. 

Combine the melted chocolate and baking soda then blend it into 
remaining 1/3 dough. 

Roll out 1/2 of light dough into a 4x10 inch strip. Take 1/2 of 

chocolate dough and form a 10 inch log and place in center of light 

strip. Roll to form log. Wrap in wax paper and chill for 2 hours. 
Repeat steps with remaining light and dark dough. 

When chilled, preheat oven to 350°. Cut 2 slices, (1/4 inch approx.) 

place on ungreased cookie sheet. Place side by side pressing them 

together at seam. Press chips in center of choc for eyes. Place 

cashew nut at crease for beak. Continue spacing cookies i\ inches 

apart. Bake 10 minutes or until lightly browned. Cool on cookie 

sheet about 10 minutes; Remove and cool completely. * Store in 
air tight containers.

Follow up on Convention activities. Remember in last issue of TEC News 
it was mentioned that we had proposed to the ANA that TEC be allowed to have a 
machine at our booth for future Conventions and that we be allowed to roll and sell 
the official ANA convention Coin, historically they can't seem to keep their 
automatic machine running. Well, Great News! It is,going to happen. 

This proposal was made to several officers and govenors of the ANA at the 
Convention in Cincinnati. Each of them seemed very interested but after a 3 
month wait- no results. v 

This is what happened. Robert Leuver, the Executive Director of the ANA 
was the feature speaker at the Michigan State Numismatic Society Fall Convention, 
For the last several years I have rolled the offical Elongated Coin for this 
Convention, by the way, I am also on the Board of Governors for M.S.N.S. Anyway, 
Mr. Leuver stopped at my machine and I talked to him about our proposal along 
with who I had talked to. He made notes and stated that apparently I hadn't 
talked to the rightpeople and promised to get back to me with a prompt decision.. 
Low and behold, in less than a week I had a letter from him approving the idea 
along with a few conditions specified by them, all of which are reasonable. All 
that remains is formal approvial by the officers of TEC and the stipilation of 
a few minor conditions of our own.(to avoid any misunderstandings) and every 
thing seems to be all set. 

This should draw a lot more traffic to the Club Midway and to our Booth 
in particular. We will be performing a service for the ANA and at the same time 
we should make a little money and also get a few new members that we wouldn't 
get otherwise. 

The idea was originally proposed by Don Wilkinson. Along with other 
contributions, is it any wonder why he was honored in Cincinnati at TEC member 
of the year for 1988. 

Another Convention follow up: There seems to be some confusion on the new 
regulation on Dues for two members at the same address, namely husban and wife. 
The fee $5.00 for the first membership(The same as before) and then half price 
or $2.50 for the second membership (A total of $7.50 for two) to qualify for this 
rate they must both agree to receiving only one copy of TEC Newsletter.

Futher, it is acceptable, but not a good idea to send Cash thru the mail. 

All payments should be made to TEC and sent to the Secretary. Please do not 
send them to other officers who must then relay them to me; it wastes time and 
postage. It also adds another factor that may lead to confusion.
